* cande, a hundred and hirty Leagues in Cir- 
cuit, is full of populous Illages, governed by

The Ifle is divided into Eleven Provinces, 
or Shires. The Firſt contains the Towns of 
Sinkan, and Eleven more, formerly under the 
Hollanders. The Second is Nabelany, and con- 
tains Seventy Two "Towns and Villages, 
which the Hollanders could wat ſubdue, but 
made Peace with them, Ie Third belongs to 
the King of Aſidalag, and is North Eaft of Taya- 
van, ſouthward ot the River Patientia, has 
Seventeen Towns. The Fourth, Pimaba,

It is plain from hence, that the Iſland Formo- 
ſa is very populous; has many Kingdoms; was 
not under China when the Dutch were there, for 
they had Toll from the Chineſe; that the Duzch 
never ſubdued more than a ſmall part of the 
Coaſt, and could make Peace with but a few of 
the other Princes, but could never get to the 
Gold Mines. And that Coxinga went no farther 
than the Duzch, and therefore tho Tayavan and 
the Coaſt where Sinan ſtood, may belong to 
China, the reſt does not, nor ever did. 
n That they eat ram Meat, and human 

. 

Thirdly, That they have many Languages un- 
Known to each other. 

Fourtbly, That the mountainous part or rather 
land, being, as it appears, all the North Part 
of the Iſle from Tayavan, is yet unknown. For 
the South being about one fourth of the whole 
is capable of containing all theſe Provinces and 
Towns, which could not lie far aſunder. For 
a Mountain in the Sixth is ſeen at Tayavan, and 
the Queen of the Seventh ſent Proviſton to the 
Dutch in their Marches, and they reach from 
Sea to Sea, and yet the Dutch got no ground up- 
on the Highlands.

F. I. Firf?, It ſeems moſt proper to begin with 
that Objection which is the moſt formidable, and 
ſtrikes at his whole Story, becauſe of the manifeſt 
Difference between it and all our Accounts of the 
ſame place. For if this be ſo, if they do indeed 
differ ſo very much it ſeems impoſſible they ſhould 
be true on both fides, and then we muſt give 
the Preference to our own Accounts, as being ma- 
ny, and well atteſted, and always received. 

Now tho” the Learned do not need ir, yet we 
hope they will pardon us, if for the ſake of 

others we ſer down a ſhort Hiſtory of Formo/z 
from our own Accounts both Printed and Written, 
and of the Dutch Settlement upon it.

And theſe they call Sideis Formoſaanche“, 
and we ſhall hence call Coaſters. And theſe had 
eight Cantons or Towns upon the Coaſts , cal- 
led Sincan, Mandauw , Soulang Backeloang , 
Taffucan, Tiffulncan, Teopang, and Teffurang , 
all within one Days Journey of the Fort, fave the 
laſt, which was one Day and half's Journey“.

more. So that theſe Coaſters of Sincan, &c. had 
but a ſmall part of the whole, and ſeem to be 


the old Inhabitants drawn to the Sea-fjde by ſome 
Invaders, as the Welſh in Britain by out Saxon 
Anceſtors. And therefore to bring the Matter to 
ſome Certainty, and that our Inquiry may be put 
to an end, we think we may lay down this Rule 
by which to guide out ſelves, namely, 

That fince theſe Sideis Formoſaanſche, theſe 
Coaſters of Formoſa are by Candidius ditingni/h'd 
from the other People of Formoſa, and have no 
Correſpondence with them, and ſince we do not 
yet know thoſe other People who are the principal 
and greateſi part of the Inhabitants of the Ile. 
Therefore, ſuch Accounts as relate only to thoſe 
Coaſters do not comradit Pſ r, who deſcribes 
the other parts of the Iſle, and the principal Inha- 
bitants thereof. 

So that here's a Rule, by which any En- 
quiry for the future, may be directed. Do you 
ſpeak' of the People whom the Dutch bad to 
do with when they were ſettled upon Tayavan, or 
of the whole Iſiand? If the former, then P 
may be right; for no Accounts of them do at all 
interfere with his. And we have now no occa- 
fion to go after this or the other Gentleman thar 
has been in Eaſt-India, or heard, or read of it. 
Every one for himſelf may direct his own Judg- 
ment, and for the future prevent any Error in this 
Affair. 

However, we ſhall ask leave to tell the Rea- 
der what we farther find in the Accounts of Taya- 
van and Formoſa. 

8, It is very remarkable, the ſtrange Jealouſie 
theſe anders have one of another.

10. It is yet farther remarkable, that the Dutch, M Cox

it out to lay hold of what was offered him, 
“ and forced him into their Veſſel, cut him in pie- 
4 ces, brought him home as a Token of a moſt 
4 fignal Victory“; and he had ſaid betore that 
theſe I zginers were in a continual War with 
the Dutch. 

11. And we think we may conclude from them, 
that ſince the Coafters of Formoſa and the Natives 
of Twgin are thus at Enmity, there may be the 
ſame between the principal ans and theſe 
Coaſters ; and that ſince the Dutch could not get 
this ſmall Ifland , much leſs the great Iſland of 
Formoſa, tho they had the Coaſters to help them. 

12. And accordingly we find one Junius ma- 
king great Converſions upon Formoſa, Anno 1640. 
Bur it was among the People of Sincan, and 
the other Towns named by Candidi us. So that 
the principal Inhabitants are left unconverted and 
unknown. 

13. And when the Dutch were driven from For- 
moſa by Coxinga, it is plain, Coxinga ſudued at 
that time no more than the Dutch Sertlement®. 

There is an odd Story rold of this Bufineſs of 
Coxinga by more Authors thin one, as if he made 
Formoſa his Refuge; when he was driven out of 
China by the Tartar: and if it were ſo, then For- 
moſa mult be under China then and fince. Bur 
this Story ſeems told on purpoſe to hide a Suſpi- 
cion of ſome ill Practices of the Dutch, for the 
Fact was thus; at that time.

ro Au Enquiry into the ObjeGions 
Coxinga had ſent two'Ships of Money from the 
South Part of China by Sea, to pay his Taxes in 
the North; theſe Ships were intercepted, and 
the Dach of Tayavan had or were ſuſpected to have 
bad a Hand in the Buſineſs. Upon this Coxinga 
draws down a mighty Force to the Iſles of Ey 
and Quemoy, over againſt 7 © This gives 
Umbrage to the Governour of Tayavan, he obtains 
a Squadron of Men of War from Batavia, and 
ſends an Envoy (John Newhoffe) to Coxinga to 
know his Defign in his Preparations. 
Coxinga amuſes em with a Letter ſent to the Go- 
vernour, upon which he ſends back the Squadron, 
and then Coxinga routed em from Tayavan, and 
from Sincan, and alſo Formoſa. 

Now this was the Occaſion of Cxinga's expel- 
ling the Dutch, and not that he might make his 
retreat thither. 

He could not then think of ſuch a Place as Tayavarn 
to retreat to, he calls it in his Letter An inconſi- 
derable Iland that produces nothing but Graſs, a 
Character agreeing with it but not with Formoſa, 
which it's plain he never aimed at. 

And now one would admire that all our People 
of Europe ſhould not mind the Difference ſo plain- 
ly expreſsd by Candidius, and obſerved by all the 
Authors fince ; but ir ſeems the Detech had named 
Teyavan Formoſa, and fo it muſt be called. Bur 
tor our Parts, unleſs the modern Formoſa extend 
it ſelf farther than that of Candidius, we are ſtill, 
as we think, juſt where we were, when we part- 
ed with that honeſt Gentleman. 

14. It is many Years fince the Exgliſb had a 
ſort of a Factory upon Tayavan, but our Com- 
merce extended not fo far as the Dutch, not far 
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enough upon the main Iſland of Formoſa to diſco- 
ver any Rivers; which yet, one would think, might 
have been diſcover'd without going far up the 
Country. We have an Account of this Factory 
of ours in the two following Letters from a Gen- 
tleman who has been there. 

The Gentleman who wrote em expreſs'd no 
Defire to have em kept private, and he who re- 
ceiv'd em, ſhew'd 'em to any body, and they 
are all already as publick as they well can be, even 
by this our putting em in print. For that Reaſon, 
and becauſe theſe Letters have occaſion'd great 
Miſtakes about Formoſa, for want of the Di- 
ſtinction aforeſaid, it is neceflary the World 
ſhould ſee em. They have occafion'd mighty Suſ- 
picion about P/- , and ſhould they be now 
corrected, our Enquiry could not be made about 
the Reaſons of the Suſpicions hence occafion'd. 
Therefore we hope we may be pardon'd, though 
we cannot ſuppoſe he intended *em for the Pub- 
lick, het it was abſolutely neceſſary to make em 
publick; and we durſt not ask leave, leſt he ſhould 
inſiſt ro correct em. | 

And becauſe they are thus publiſh'd without 
leave, we thought our ſelves obliged ro omit the 
Natnes, but they who have heard of any Letters 
ſent from Szffo!k about Formoſa may be aſſur'd 
theſe are the Letters; and indeed theſe are all 
the Letters, that we can learn, ever were ſent 
from any one in Eng/and to any one in London a- 
bout Formoſa.

Liberty to read over again, and make two Obſerva-

The 
Name by which the Chineſe Merchants call this 
Place Sorvenchou, is either Chineſe or Malayan, 
if the firſt, then ir muſt mean the part of Formoſa 
belonging to the Coaſters for we have already 
roved the Chineſe call the whole Iſland Paccando, 
But if the word be Mallayan, as we rather con- 
clude, becauſe they call the People by a Mallayan 
Name (n' 6) then we are to ſeek whether they 
mean Tayavan or Formoſa. For the Mallayan is 
a ſort of Lingua Franca, a Language made by 
Agreement of the trading People of the Eaſt. And 
then we may conclude Sonvencheto to be the Name 
of the Emporium, and that is Tayavan ſays our 
Author of theſe Letters (n' (2). And the Rea- 
ſon this Gentleman gives that Formoſa does not 
belong to Fapan, becauſe the Zaponeſe have no 
Navy, and the Subjects don't go abroad, (n' (5) 
we think ſhews his ſmall Knowledge of the true 
Governours thereof. Had he certainly known the 
Chineſe have the whole, he need not have added 
this Reaſon, which we think no Argument, be. 
cauſe the Zaponeſe Emperor muſt have a Navy 
ſufficient to manage his own Empire, that being 
made up of many Iflands, and he may ſend this 
Navy out, fo that we think theſe Letters contain.

Fir, We hope this will not be called begging 
the Queſtion, the Objections being made againſt 
him from the Improbabilities of his Book. Non 
every Man has a Right to be believed in his Afer- 
tions, if he has (1) Ability to be informed, 
(2) Integrity to tell the Truth, and (3) aſſerts 
nothing contrary to right Reaſon. That P——7 
has rhe firſt, we believe will be allowed, if we 
conſider his natural Endowments , and admit he 
came from thence, That he has the ſecond, we 
think may be proved from his being a Chr:/t:an, 
converted by Arguments, which muſt convince 2: 
ny one who conſiders em, and which we find he

Mr. B. was to wait upon him by Order from 
a Gentleman beyond Sea; and as ſoon as he had 
declared the Occaſion of his coming, poitponed 
his own Buſineſs, and inguired whether Labomir- 
i knew Formoſa ? when he heard he knew tne 
place, he asked farther, whether he bad been 
upon it? but finding he had not, he enquir'd the

ther, dance, ſing, beat Drums, and play divers fooliſh 
Tricks, ſome about the Idol, others about the Chil- 
dren to be ſacrificed. (3) They waſh the Children 
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They that Day dreſs theChildren in very rich cloaths, 
ſet out with Gold and Jewels, and pur 'em into 
a triumphal Chariot. Some of the Sacrificers and 
Soldiers are placed about this Chariot, and weep 
bitterly, and make lamentable Moan, others {ing 
before the Chariot, others follow it with the Mul- 
titude drumming, play ing upon Cymbals, and Trum. 
pets, and upon Trumpets ſix Cubits long. When 
they come to the Idol, and have finiſnh'd their Rites, 
the Chief Prieſt takes the Infants out of the Cha- 
riot, and puts em into the burning Idol, which 
immediately conſumes em. And to prevent their 
Parents and Kindred from hearing their Cries, 
Some beat Drums, others fing, ſome dance, others 
cry and play fooliſh Tricks. Ts 

14. Some of the Formoſans ſpeak the Chineſe 
Language very well; eſpecially, they who have 
Dealings with the Chineſe. 

15. They have divers Characters and Letters; 
ſome write like the Hebrews, ſome like the 7ap- 
poneſe, ſome like the Chineſe. I have often ſeen 
their Characters. \ 

16. They have a Feaſt ſacred to the Goat; in 
which all the Soldiers cloathed and armed go in 
Proceſſion thro' the Cities, and Towns, and Tem- 
ples; they take with 'em Goats aceording to the 
bigneſs of the City, ſometimes two, ſometimes 
three thouſand; theſe they ſacrifice in the publick 
Street: When they come to the chief Temple of 
the City, the Blood they receive in a large Baſon. 
The manner of the Sacrifice is thus, One of the 
Prieſts holds him by the Head, another by the 
Tail, and a third cuts off his Head with a Sword; 
the Fleſh they diſtribute among themſelves, and 
eat it raw with great Devotion; then with the 
Blood they ſprinkle their Weapons, their Houſes, 
Temples, and City-Walls; and are perſuaded 
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tbat hereby they appeaſe their God, to wit, the 
Sun, to whom this Sacrifice is made; and think 
he will for the future, not only not hurt *em, but 
keep 'em from all Evil. 

17. They eat Bread made not of Wheat, but only 
of Rice, and of the Roots of Trees. 

18. They don't eat with Knives or Spoons, as 
we in Europe, but with their Hands, and not out 
of Diſhes bur upon Fig leaves; they fit upon the 
Ground, and not at any Table. 

19. They live for the moſt part upon Milk, 
Rice, and certain Fiſh ſalted and dryed in the Sun, 
but on their Feſtivals they eat raw Fleſh. 

20. They ler two of their Finger-Nails grow 
upon each Hand, which ſerve for a Comb; this! 
have ſeen in Maccaw. | 

21. They keep a Feaſt in the new Moon of J. 
nuary, called in the Chineſe Telmelſamu, on which 
they go in Proceſſion to the Sea, and waſh them- 
lelves, and then go to the chief Temple, in which 
there is an Idol to which they go down by Stairs; 
when they are come to the laſt Stair the. Prieſt 
and People ſtand there ſome time ſinging before 
the Idol, and about the Sacrifice, which is a Com- 
pany of Men freely offering themſelves. Each of 
whoſe Breaſts the Chief Prieſt at one Blow cleaves 
aſunder, and pulls out his Heart, freſh, and yet 
alive; then the Corps are carried out with great 
Solemnity to a Place for that Purpoſe, where 
they are burnt with divers ſuperſtitious Ceremo- 
nies, and the Perſons thus offered are reputed 
Saints. This Sacrifice they celebrate Yearly. 

Theſe things about the Iſle Formoſa I have 
heard to be very true. My Author is Pater Baſili- 
as, of Cremona, a Miſhonary who has now been 
40 Yeats in China and the Iles adjacent, and is

Tho' to ſpeak properly, 
the Church of England did not make any Separa- 
tion at all. She only Reformed, as ſhe both might 
and ought. But, indeed, the Eng/;/h Papiſts are 
Separatiſts to all intents, they ſeparate from their 
own Biſhops, with whom they ought to commu- 
nicate, and to whom it is their undoubted Duty 
ro pay canonical Obedience, and yer they make 
this Seperation at the Command of a Biſhop, 
who has no Authority over em at all. Thus 
having diſpatcht the Queries we hope. 

The Concluſion of all will be that your Criticks 
will both be farisfied that P——r is a Formeſan,

3. We have been told the Revenue of the Angon 
or King of Formoſa, is incredible, being 400000 

each weighing one Pound of Gold. 
Anſw. P/—r in this very Book tells us, that a 
8 tho* of that weight is but of 30s. Value, 
then the Revenue pay d by the Emperour of 
Japan to this his Deputy of Frmoju, is but 
D 2 600000 /, 
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600000 . Sterling per Annum. And the Depu- 
ty maintains the Army of 15000 Soldiers, and 
pays the General 105000 per Annum out of it, 
Neither is this great Salary any Charge to Zapan, 
becauſe the third part of the Mines, all the Cuſtoms, 
and all the Tribute of the Knognioskaas, Cc. are 
pay'd to the Emperor, and amount to much more. 

2. There 2 a Grammar of the Japan Language 
in Town, from whence fome words have been 
tranſcrib d and ſhew'd P-, but he knew nothing 
of 'em, tho' he ſays his Language is a Dialect of 
the Japan. 

Anſw. We find the Japan Language has DialeQs 
not very intelligible to the Natives themſelves, by 
the Account given by Varenius of it out of Maffeus, 
Sermo Fapponenſuum unus, &c. There i one con- 
mon Language of all Japan, but ſo different and 
manifold, that they may very well be accounted ma- 
ny; there being many ways of expreſſing the ſame 
things. One way for contempt, another way for 
Reſpef: One way with the Court, another way 
with the People, one way for the Men, another way 


for the Women. Add, that they write one way, 


and ſpeak another; and in their Writing they have 
one way for Letters, and another for Books, Varen. 
Ch. 251h. Now if this be ſo a Native of Japan 
muſt be ſpoke too in his proper Dialef, and the 
words muſt be pronounced by proper Rules, pecu- 
liar to the general and particular Method of Wii. 
ting, before they can be underſtood by a Native. 
So tho' we go no farther here, we could not think 
this any Objection. 

4. There is a Verſion of the Lord's Prayer in 4 


Book extant, called the Lord's Prayer in a hundred 


Languages, which Book P—r refers to in his firſt 
Preface, and yet this Verſion is quite different from 
that of P 7. | 
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- Anſw. We find this Verſion to be of the Lan- 
guage of the Formoſan Coaſters, the People of 
Sinkan, &c. for it agrees very much with that 
which Grevius has tranſlated for choſe People, as 
may appear to any one who will be at the pains to 
compare em. And as for the Differences between 
'em, it muſt allow'd. (1.) That the Language 
of theſe People being taken by Greviz# and others 
from Pronunciation only, muſt be written by our 
Europeans diverſely according to our different 
manner of Writing the fame Word, when expreſt 
by People of divers Countries, if we ſpell as they 
ſpeak. And hence it is not probable that we ſpell 
the Formoſan Words the ſame way. (2) It is pro- 
bable that Grevizs who underſtood. both the Peo- 
ple, and alſo the Language ſo very well as to be 
able to teach ir to others, took ſome Pains to ren- 
der the Lord's Prayer rather by way of Paraphraſe 
and not literally. And hence it may be the Tran- 
{lation in his Catechiſm has more Words than 
that in the Book firit mentioned. And (3.) if this 
be ſo, it was abſolutely neceſſary to render ſome 
of the Words diverily even where we might ex- 


pet the ſame. Thus for Inſtance, tho* both a- 


ree in the firſt Sentence, ufing the Word 
Vullam | And one of em afterwards uſes the ſame 
Word about the Place where in Exgliſh we repeat 
the word 222 which makes us ſuppole the 
Word Vu!/um to ſignifſie Heaven, yet the other 
does not repeat it, but has more Words than one 
in that place, which we take to be a Pa- 
raphraſe either of the place or the Inhabitants of 
Heaven. 
And therefore we conclude (as ſome who doubt 
r have done before us) that the Verſion 
of the Lord's Prayer in both Books, namely that of 
the Lord's Prayer in one hundred Languages, and 
D 2 that 
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that in Greviu's Catechiſm is the ſame Lan- 
guage. 

And we know the latter is the Language of the 
Fur moſan Coaſters. The People which Candidius 
and all our People ſpeak of. And therefore our 
Judgment of the former is this. 

Tho' we admit this Verſion to be Formoſan, yet 
it does not affect P———-7 any more than We!ſ 
does the Engliſh. | 

5. It has been objected that P r has been 
caught once by giving a different Name to a Chineſe 
Coin, when ſhewn by a different Hand. | 

Anſw, We have inquired into the matter, and 
find it thus. Ver 

There are two forts of Chineſe ſmall Coins in 
ter alia current at Formoſa, one Copper ſtampr bur 
on one fide, called Bingo, the other Braſs ſtampt 
on both fides, called Khoudyin. 

The Piece ſhew'd P/ t, has no Reverſe, and 
yet is Braſs, tho' it looks reddiſh like Copper, 
and therefore P—-7 now Judges it to be ſome 
Copy made by our Medal Copiers. 


When it was ſhew'd him the firſt time he judg- 


ed it by the Mettal, which being, as he thought, 
Braſs, he never examin'd the Reverſe, and faid it 
was a Khoudyin. When it was ſhew'd him again, 
he examin'd ir, and thought the Impreſſion the 
true way to diſtinguiſh the Mettal, which ap- 
pear'd then in a full light dubious, and faid it 
was a Bingo. | 
This we have to ſay, that we have other Pieces 
of much the ſame ſort of Chineſe Coins, but they 
are perfect Braſs, and ſtampt on both fides. And 
we have obtained this very Piece from the Gentle 
man who firſt ſhew'd it, and it has a Caſt of the 
Copper. We have left all with the Bookſeller 
for tber Satisfaction. oy

moſa and Leuconia, and therefore P 
not come, as he ſays. 

Anſw. Theſe alſo our Map Confutes. Beſides, 
the Suffolk Lettets tell us that the Land of For- 
moſa may be ſeen forty or fifty Leagues off that 
way; ſo that any Mariner may go from Formoſa 
to Leuconia by Coaſting only. | 

9. Others ſay there are Letters from Avignon, 
which deny his being there. 

Anſw. We have made the beſt ſcarch we can 
for theſe Letters, and cannot obtain them, rho? 
our Endeavours were the greater, being {ſpurred on 
by a very different Account we had of 'em. We 
were told they affirmed his being there, and his being 
brought thither by Pere de Rhode. We heard from 
others they deny his being there at all. However, 
we have obtain'd an Account of 'em from the 
Gentleman, to whom they were ſent, which take 
in his own Words.

Some uſe the 
Lips more, ſome leſs, c. Now fince P/——-7 
ſpeaks both the Formoſan, and moſt of the Euro- 
pean Languages, his pronouncing every one muſt 
of neceſſity be a little toucht with an Accent which 
reſults from all the reſt. And tho' in ſome Latin 
words he may more imitate one ſort of Pronun- 
ciation than in others, yet it requires better skill 


than moſt Men pretend to in any who, in this

Matters. And we do not know any that bids ſo 
fair for this greateſt Authority as Rome, if the ho- 
ly Scriptures could be lay'd afide. 

2dly, And by this Rule we judge P——-r no 
Friend to Rome. For his Arguments all tend to prove

And as to his Hair we know not what Influence 
the Climate he is now in, may have upon the Co- 
lour of that. We find many here, whoſe Hair 
changes from white to black, and then to white, 
and this in different Years of their Ages, as the 
vigour of their Bodies has increaſed and decayed, 
Hence we argue, that this Climate may have ſome 
Effect upon P r's Body, and conſequently 
upon the Colour of his Hair; different from his 
native Country, and fo too upon the Colour of 
his Skin. | 

The Features of his Face are plainly different 
from any of Europe, and by them he was known 
to be of India by an ingenious Gentleman, who 
has been many Years there. 

And his Soul the principal Part of him, if that 
may be ſaid to be a part, which has in it ſelf no 
parts, is certainly agreeable to the CharaQter of the 
Faponeſe.

But theſe Miſtakes Ver 

I do not think willful. And, ſecondly, As to be 

his want of good Memoirs, is what I ſhall con- havi 

ſult Mr. d Amaluy in: Pag. 4. he ſays, that ſelf 

* when one thinks ſeriouſly upon what paſt among ſt 70 as 


the great Multitude of Proſelytes he cannot for- 
bear ſaying, me veſtigia terrent. But any Body 
that had ſeen what paſſed in my Converſion can 
very well perceive that this is only a very mali 
cious Reflection. For he could be informed from 
my Captain how I had been baniſh'd the Elector 
of Colen's Service, becauſe I would nct turn Pa-

He begins the Hiftory of my Conver ſion 
from the Day I was ſent for by Brigadier Lawder. 
Very well! Only he omits this Circumſtance, thar 
be alſo was invited, and came accordingly, bur 
having heard what he was ſent for, be excuſed bim- 
ſelf, and went away again without ſpeaking a word 
to me. Wherefore, Mr. Innes ſupplied bis place, 
but the Diſcourſe ran more upon the Relation 
of my Country than Diſputes of Religion ; but 
two Days after I was invited by Mr. Innes to his 
Chamber, where Mr. d'Amalvy came alſo, and 
with whom I had that Conference I ſpeak of in my 
Book, pag. 207th. ſo that his not being at the Bri- 
gadier Latoder's was no fault of mine. 

Pag. 6th. he nameth the ſeveral Gentlemen that 
were preſent at our Conference, tis more than 1 
could do, and goes on very right pag. 7, 8, and 97b. 
and agrees very well with my Engliſh Book. As

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Pag. 10. He informs the Reader © that after 
« T had told him the chief Heads of my Religion he 
c objefted againſt them, becauſe they did not an- 
« ſwer the Notions we bad premiſed of a God, but 
he ſays not a word of what theſe were he obje- 
Qed againſt. But they were the Sacrifices of Chil- 
dren, and the Apparition of our God in the Shape 
of a Bull, &c. upon which I retorted to him hzs 
abſolute Predeſtination, and the Appearance of the 
Holy Ghoſt in the Shape of a Dove, which he did not 
anſwer, neither would he let any Body elſe anſwer. 

After this the Reader may judge whether I had 
any great Encouragement to go to bim any more, 
However, as he faid, Pag. 11. be did deſire me to 
meet him at his Houſe, for he was of opinion a private 
Conference between him and me, Mr. Innes, how- 
ever admitted, would be better than one where there 
are ſo many. However, tho*'I did not then refuſe 
the Appointment, yet when the Day was come I 
could not find in my Heart to keep it, for I was 
perſuaded he could not anſwer my Objettions, and 
therefore was very willing to be quiet, and conti- 
nue as I was.

I muſt refer Mr. d Amalvy to Limburgh's Theolo- 
gia Chriſtiana, in which he proves clearly all the Paſ- 
ſages of the Scriptures, made uſe of by the Pre.

of their proper Senſe, and contrary to the De- 
ſign of the Holy Ghoſt; which Book Mr. Innes 
recommended to me that I might be aſſured that 
there is nothing in the Bible that does prove that 
Doctrine.

1/t, In Article 2 and 31, are theſe words, the 
Offering of Chriſt, is that perfeft Redemption, Pro- 
pitiation and Satisfaction for all the Sins of the 
whole World, both original and actual. And in the 
16th even in the very next before that of Predeſti- 


nation we find this Aſſertion, thut after we have 


received the Holy Ghoſt, we may depart from 
Grace given, and fall into Sin. Now what can 
Mr. d Amaluy ſay to this, if Chriſt died for all the 
World, then not for the Elef only, if they, who 
have received the holy Ghoſt may fall away, then 
no one can be abſolutely predeſtinated, unleſs, to 
receive the Holy Ghoſt, in the 1670 Article be dit- 
ferent from the ſame, in the 17 Article. Some other 
Spectacles than any Chriſtian, not to ſay Engliſb- 
man uſes, muſt be found out to diſcover how theſe 
Articles can be ſaid to afirm PredeRBination. 
2dly, And in the very Article quoted by Mr. d A. 
malvy, it is plain, that the Church of England ne- 
ver intended to be thought a Favourer = that Do- 
t!rine. She has indeed defined the Word, but not 
Armed the thing; ſo far from that is ſhe, that 
ſhe cautions the Generality of Men againſt 
fo much as thinking at all of it. Let Mr. 4 
malvy read her Words, “ for curious and carnal 
* Perſons lacking the Spirit of God to have conti- 
* nually before their Eyes the Sentence of God's 
* Predeſiination, is a moſt dangerous Downfal, 
* whereby the Devil doth thruſt them into deſpera- 
* tion, or toreſchleſneſs of moſt unclean Living. 
Let him ſeriouſly conſider whether Pride and Hy 
pocrifie, Envy and Malice, be not the mT" 
| , K pu- 
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Impurities, and Uncleanneſs here meant. Let him 
if he can aſſign any other Cauſe, why a Gentleman, 


his own Name: ſake, was thruſt into this moſt dan- 


gerous downfal, other than his having continually 
before his Eyes tbe Sentence of God's Predeſtina- 
tion. What elſe could move Mr. d Amalvy to be 
ſo angry at my not being baptized by him, and 
owning my Converſion to the Chriſtian Religion 
to be by his Arguments; unleſs becauſe he thinks 
himſelf a choſen Veſſel elefed to do every thing he 
tbinks honourable and great; and is not this Pride? 
And does he not in this prefer his own Honour to 
that of our common Lord and Saviour? He had 
rather, as is now plain, that I had never been bap- 
tized, than himſelf thus aftronted thereby, and 
yet at the ſame time he pretends a mighty Zeal 
for the Faith. Do I miſcal this, when I ſay tis Hy- 
pocriſie; and if his Practices, then and fince are not 
Inſtances of Malice and Envy, and if that and thoſe 
do not proceed from the ſame bitter Root, that 
proud Opinion of his being elected, ler the Rea- 
der judge, or rather let Mr. d'. Amalvy himſelf 
think upon it, as for me I am little diſturbed at 
his Proceeding, but rather pray God to forgive 
him. 

And that the Reader may ſee I had Reaſon to 
ſtand off from the Church of Geneva, I have here 
incerted that part of their Confeſſion of Faith, 
in which the Doctrine of Predeſtination is aſſer- 
ted, which rake as follows. 
* We believe that from the general Corruption 
and Condemnation, in which all Men are plunged, 
God does draw thoſe, whom by bis eternal and 
* wnchangeable purpoſe be has elefed by his alone 
* Goodneſs and Mercy in our Lord Feſis Chrift, 
without any Conſideration of their Work, leaving 
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* the Reſt in the ſame Corruption and Condem. 
nation to manifeſt his Juſtice in them, as upon 
« the firſt he makes to ſhine the Richneſs of his 
* Mercy. For you are not better than the other, 
until God has made the Difference according t9 
« his immutable Purpoſe, which he has determined 


« in Fe ſis Chriſt before the Foundation of the World. 


% And alſo no one is able to put himſelf into ſo 
« great a Good by his own proper Vertue, for az 
“ much as of our Nature we cannot have any good 
« Motion, nor Will, nor Thought, unleſs God has 
« diſpoſed us thereto. Art. 12th. 

And I do here again declare, that had the Church 
of England maintained the ſame I could never 
have Joined with it. 

Pag. 44. He alſo denies the Retortion I made to 
him of the Apparition of the Holy Ghoſt, tho' with 
as little Reaſon as he denies that of abſolute Pre- 
deſtination, and I appeal to theſe Gentlemen that 
were preſent, let them declare who is right. 
% But, quoth he, granting be bad made the ſaid 
% Retortion, why? is it fo bad with me, that 
« am a Miniſter of the Goſpel, that I could not 
* have anſwered it when any of our Students would 
* be able to do it. I am ſure, continueth he, if 
« yore ask any of em whether that Dove was the 
« mage of the Holy Ghoſt, to which we ought to 
«© pay any divine Worſhip, &c. they'll ſay no, but 
&« that it is, as the Cloud in the old Times, a pe- 
* culiar and extraordinary Sign of the attua! 
* Preſence, and Manifeſt ation of the divine Per- 
iy on, Nc. 

Now let any Soul alive judge whether this is 
anſwering my Argument, for I never told him that 
either that Bull, Lion, &c. were Gods to whom we 
ought to pay any Homage, but rather, that they

were only Signs of the more immediate Preſence 
of our God, and of his being either angry or 
well pleaſed with his People. I paſs by his 
accuſtomed Language, when his Argument is 
wrong.

© make me paſs for a might ier Man than I am, when 


* be ſays that my bare ſaying bold your Tongue, 
* could ſilence the whole Company in a Cauſe, where- 
in the Truth of the Goſpel was to run ſuch great 
„ hazard, &c. 

What I aſſerted in my Book, Pag. 208. I ſtand 
to, and ſay again, let the Gentlemen ſay whether 
Mr. d Amalvy and I being engaged in this Diſpute; 
a Gentleman that did otter me ro put in a Word, 
and Mr. 4 Amatoy ſtopt him, by ſaying, Sir, we 
cannot ſpeak all together, pray let me go on in my 
Diſcourſe, Now whether this is aot filencing the 
Company, let the Reader Judge. 

Why, ſays he, pag. 49 and 50, Ought any Body 
* tothink that I am ſo ſelf concerted, as not to have 
* owned my ſelf embarraſſed with his Argument, 
* bad I been really ſo, &c. a pretty way of com- 
ing of: Bur, Sir, you have neither anſwered my 
Argument, nor own'd your felt embarraſſed. 1 
ſhall paſs by all the falſe Reflections he maketh 
from what he has ſaid here, and the divers Slan- 
ders he throws both at Mr. Innes and me. He's 


too wiſe, and too innocent to mind them, and as 


for me, whether I do deſerve this Language or 
not, ler the Reader judge. However, to his 
praiſe be it, that gives ir, for he gives it very 
very heartily, but God grant him better Marks of 

his being predeſtinate. 
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Pag. 52. He comes again upon me, becauſe I 
ſay in my Book, that © he was preaching Humi- 
« lity to me, where I ſaw the contrary in bis Words 
* and Bebaviour. To which among other things, 
not worth being here incerted, he ſays, © Thar 
« I muſt be very penetrating to have diſcovered 
& any Pride in him at one ſingle meeting : But, 
* bowever, that I ought to have ſhewed more of a 
* true Proſelyte in me, and not have gone and ex- 
* poſed a Miniſter, whom one cannot expoſe with. 
« out expoſing bis Miniſtry, and conſequently the 
« Truth of the Goſpel, &c. 

Bur firſt, I think, I needed not to be ſo ſharp- 
fighted to have diſcovered him ſuch as I repre- 
ſent him, and if I had been then miſtaken, he 
ſhould have done ſomething fince to have con- 
vinced me of it. But inſtead of that his preſent 
Eclarciſſement will ſhew the World I have made 
no Error. I wiſh for his own Sake I had. 

I own[ have treſpaſſed upon that Charity, which 
all Chriſtians ought to have; and that in more 
Inſtances than this, but then I beg of him not to 
make my Fault greater than it is, in ſaying that I re- 
flected conſequently upon the Miniſtry and Goſpel 
it ſelf, for I don't think it does follow: Faults be- 

ing perſonal. And if the bad Lives of Chriſtians 
and Miniſters was any Argument againſt the Chri- 
ſtian Religion, I am afraid that it ould be far from 
being the beſt in the World, and the onely true one. 
Bur I don't think any Body ſo ſimple, even of his 
Congregation that would think worſe of the Go- 
ſpel, becauſe the Miniſter does not live according 
to ir. 

However, faith he, p. 54. I do promiſe the 
% Author and Mr. Pſalmanaazaar I w make 2 
e good uſe of his Reproach, &c. For was it a ſecond 
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Shimei's Diſcourſe ought not one to make a Profit 
* of it, &c. But tho' Mr. d' Amalovy would make 
no difterence between David and himſelf; yet he 
ought not not to have compared me to Shimei, for 
I never did curſe him in Thought or Word, and 
do aſſure him Iam very thankful to him for his 
exhorting me to Charity and Humility, vid. p. 54, 
55, and 56. and promiſe him without compa- 
ring him to Shimei, I will indeavour, God help- 
ing, to follow thoſe Rules he therein gives 
me. But his Practice contradicts his own Pro- 
feſſion. 

Pag. 48. He complains of my promoting Ana- 
themas in my Book againſt the Church of Holland, 
and appeals to the 8, 13 and 14 Propoſitions, vide 
pag. 216. Mr. d Amalvy will remember that I told 
him in Suice upon this Head, that if he could 
anſwer theſe Propoſitions I wou'd be of his 
Church, vide pag. 217. which was very fair, and 


now | repeat the Offer to him, and am ready to 


fulfil it when he fhall have anſwered all thoſe 
Propoſitions, Cc. which it he does not, I ſhall 
not value the Epithets he gives 'em. 

This is all I have found that ſeemed to carry any 
Argument with ir, as for the reſt of the Book, 1. e. 
from pag. 59 to 64, which is the laſt Page, there is 
nothing but a Mixture of S—— M—— $—— 
P , and whatſoever the Reader ſhall be 
pleaſed to call it. 

But I will not conclude without telling him 
that all he has done ſhall never hinder me from 
being in perfect Charity with him. Neither 
ſhould I have anſwered his Book, had he not in 
it calt ſome Reflections on the Church of Eng- 
land which could by no means admit of any Si- 
lence in me; for were it ſuch as he has * 
k te 
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ted it, what honeſt Pagan can come over to it, 
or could not uſe his own words. 
| Me veſtigia terrent. 

But I thank God I have found it far otherwiſe 
than he makes it, and ſuch as is very well wor- 
thy all the Sufferings I have by his Book, or 
otherwiſe undergone, and therefore to that holy 
Spirit, by whoſe Lighr I have been thus con- 
vinced, together with the Father and rhe Son 
three Perſons and one God, be all Honour and 
Glory. Amen. 
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
